PARIS, Nov. 16 — R e l i a bl e 
sou rces said late today that Gen. 
Charles DeGau lle has resigned as 
chief of state and will annou nce 
his decision this evening. 
The newspaper Libre Soir issu ed 
a special edition with a banner 
headline, saying: “DeGau lle Qu its.” 
It said the constitu ent assembly 
wou ld meet tomorrow to pick a 
new chief of state. 
Earlier Gen, DeGau lle’s office 
annou nced that he had completed 
consu ltations on formation of a 
new government, bu t gave no hint 
When fu rther word on the political 
crisis might be expected. 
Open antagonism between De­ 
Gau lle and the Commu nists had 
arou sed specu lation that he might 
resign if he is u nable to form a 
nation coalition government.

CA W officials who spu rned a General Motors offer of a IO percent 
increase yesterday plu s a gu aranteed 45-hou r week, said that some 
locals already had designated pic­ 
kets “for a strike call at any hou r” 
among 
the corporation’s 350,000 
factory workers. 
R. J . Thomas, UAW president, 
said the au to indu stry’s big three 
— General Motors, Ford and Chrys­ 
ler— were “forcing a costly and 
terrible strike u pon u s” while the 
u nion sou ght to avoid a collision 
over its demand for a general 30 
per cent wage increase 
The negotiations with General 
M otors—first of the big three on 
which the wage demand was made 
— ended yesterday with company's 
third cou nter proposal. 
H. W. Anderson. G-M vice pres­ 
ident. said the proposal wou ld give 
all G-M hou rly workers six per 
cent more take home pay than they 
had du ring the

when they

TOO frequ ent empty ing of the 
bowels is known as diarrhea. This 
may be a chronic condition, that 
is, long-continu ed, or it may be 
acu te, that is, lasting only a Bhort 
time. The latter cases, as a gen­ 
eral ru le, are du e to infection with 
either the Shigella or the Salmo­ 
nella grou p of germs. 
It is possible, by means of proper 
laboratory tests, to tell these con­ 
ditions, one from the other. This is 
done by making what is known as 
a stool cu ltu re, to tell which kind 
of germ is present. It is important 
that this be done in order to de­ 
termine w hat treatment shou ld be 
employ ed becau se the su lfonamide 
dru gs are effectiv e in diarrhea du e 
to the Shigella, bu t insofar as is 
known at present, they are not 
helpfu l in treating the Salmonella 
infections. 


Doctor'* Theory 
Doctor James W att of New Or­ 
leans su ggests that if it is fou nd 
that the patient has a Shigella in­ 
fection it may be well to hav e the 
patient in a hospital. He aho su g­ 
gests that after taking a stool cu l­ 
tu re on admission to the hospital, 
su lfadiazine be giv en in the proper 
dose. Stool cu ltu res are taken on 
the second or third day , and daily 
thereafter u ntil the germs are no 
longer fou nd to be present. The 


dru g may then be discontinu ed, 
ev en thou gh the sy mptoms hav e 
not cleared u p completely . In most 
instances from fiv e to eight day s 
of treatment are requ ired. 
If it is not possible to make cu l­ 
tu res of the stools, Doctor Watt 
su ggests that a su lfonamide dru g 
be administered in all sev ere cases 
of acu te diarrhea, and continu edfor 
two day s after the sy mptoms hav e 
cleared u p, or for a maximu m per­ 
iod of eight day s. According to 
Doctor Watt, any infection which 
has not cleared u p within an eight- 
day period, u sing* su lfonamides, 
will not be benefited by the su lfo­ 
namide preparations. 
Salmonella Infection 


Insofar as the Salmonella in­ 
fections are concerned, the only 
treatment av ailable consists of 
complete rest in bed, the adminis­ 
tration of an abu ndance of flu ids, 
and keeping u p of the patient’* 
strength with proper diet. Becau se 
of the sev ere diarrhea, it may be 
necessary to giv e flu ids by an in­ 
jection u nder the skin or into a 
v ein. Howev er, both the Shigella 
and Salmonella infections are self­ 
limited; that is, they clear u p 
within a period of eight to ten 
day s in most instances. 
Bear in mind that acu te diar­ 
rhea can be best treated when its 
cau se is determined.

TOO frequent emptying: of the 
bowels is known as diarrhea. This 
may be a chronic condition, that 
is, long-continued, or it may be 
acute, that is, lasting only a short 
time. The latter cases, as a gen­ 
eral rule, are due to infection with 
either the Shigella or the Salmo­ 
nella group of germs. 
It is possible, by mean* of proper 
laboratory tests, to tell these con­ 
ditions, one from the other. This is 
done by making what is known as 
a stool culture, to tell which kind 
of germ is present. It is important 
that this be done in order to de­ 
termine w hat treatment should he 
employed because the sulfonamide 
drugs are effective in diarrhea due 
to the Shigella, but insofar as is 
known at present, they are not 
helpful in treating the Salmonella 
infections. 


Doctor’s Theory 


Doctor James W att of New Or­ 
leans suggests that if it is found 
that the patient has a Shigella in­ 
fection it may be well to have the 
patient in a hospital. He also sug­ 
gests that after taking a stool cul­ 
ture on admission to the hospital, 
sulfadiazine be given in the proper 
dose.

If it is not possible to make cul­ 
tures of the stools, Doctor Watt 
suggests that a sulfonamide drug 
be administered in all severe case* 
of acute diarrhea, and continued for 
two days after the symptom* have 
cleared up, or for a maximum per­ 
iod of eight day*. According to 
Doctor Watt, any infection which 
has not cleared up within an eight- 
day period, using* sulfonamide*, 
will not be benefited by the sulfo­ 
namide preparations. 


Salmonella Infection 


Insofar as the Salmonella in­ 
fections are concerned, the only 
treatment available consist* of 
complete rest in bed, the adminis­ 
tration of an abundance of fluid*, 
and keeping up of the patient’* 
strength with proper d iet Because 
of the severe diarrhea, it may be 
necessary to give fluids by an in­ 
jection under the skin or into a 
vein. However, both the Shigella 
and Salmonella infection* are self­ 
limited; that is, they clear up 
within a period of eight to ten 
days in most instance*. 
Bear in mind that acute diar­ 
rhea can be best treated when it* 
cause is determined.

t i* introduction Mr. Swear­ 
ingen said; “Thanksgiving of 194a 
finds us a confused, uncertain and 
disillusioned 
people—while 
we 
have fought and won great vic­ 
tories on the battle fields we are 
stil’ a* war ard poane is not yet 
declared. The atomic bomb has 
ushered in a new era a new age, 
one for which we are not prepar­ 
ed. We hav 
come to the parting 
of the ways 
we stand in 
the 
valley of dec! don 
two roads lie 
before us 
for our 
choice—one 
leads through the United Nations 
charter to a new world order, the 
second may be described in the 
words over the entrance to D ante’s 
inferno: 'abandon hope all ye who 
enter here’." 
His thesis was that if freedom 
Is to ring for us it must ring for 
si! 
m ankind and the 
Christian 
idealism which gave birth to our 
freedom and supported it in the 
past must he trusted to ring for 
ail nations through their charter. 
"Freedom has its source in the 
conviction that man Is created in 
the image of God and possesses 
certain inalienable rights, such as 
liberty, freedom and the pursuit 
of happiness." he 
declared. 
He 
traced the struggle for 
freedom 
through 
history from Moses to 
Jesus and the Christian ideal car­ 
ried to England in **97 by Aug­ 
ustine who founded the abhey of 
Canterbury. He said the Magna 
CSrta was the flower of the Chris­ 
tian idea of the dignity and w orth 
of human personality. He then told 
how this Christian idealism was 
Tarried to America by the Pilgrim 
fathers and how inspired the Rev­ 
olution for our independence. "O ur 
C hristian ideals and principles of 
liberty and justice for man were 
embodied in our constitution and 
Bid of Rights which have guided 
lls to the place we hold today— 
the capital of the world". 
The Rev. Mr. Swearingen quoted 
Sorokin as saving: 
‘‘Democracy 
was the flowering of sn age of 
faith when men put their tru st 
In great ideals" and Thomas Mann 
th at "Democracy is nothing but 
the political name for the ideals 
which Christianity brought into 
the world as religion". 
He said that the United Nations 
Organization which was the nob­ 
lest document ever w ritten by m an 
and which had been ratified by 32 
nations < Russia not having ra ti­ 
fied i wa* with all its faults the 
best thing we have to bring peace 
and security to the world. It must 
do for the United Nations what 
the Magna C arta did for England 
and the constitution for America. 
He said the preparatory organi­ 
s t ion meeting in London had com­ 
pleted its work for the general 
assem bly which is to meet in De­ 
cember.

Carthage and Rome? ‘One world* 
m ust be governed by one law. That 
can come only when all nations 
have subm itted their national sov­ 
ereignty, their use of arm am ents 
and secret weapons to the charter 
of the United Nations just as each 
state in our U. S. surrenders to 
the federal, for the peace and se­ 
curity of all. And this can never 
be realized apart from the faith 
and practice of Principles contain­ 
ed in the Sermon on the Mount".
